Sometimes the hapstance of personal tragedy can result 
in a way of life that transcends all that is ugly, bigoted and 
reaches across such false boundaries as religious and racial 
intolerance.

W inifred Johnson, now Mrs. R ay­ 
m ond Cree and Dr. Elizabeth M. 
Bonbright into such inseparable 
companions w ith the result, th at 
the 
M arsden 
Foundation 
for 
G ifted Youth, w as first talked of 
and then created in Jan u ary 1947 
w ith headquarters here in Palm 
Springs for the greater p art of 
the year and the rem ainder of 
the tim e in Santa Barbara. 


THE TWO LEARNED women 
doctors had know n each other 
long before Ellin Leslie Johnson, 
16, suddenly passed aw ay in 1943 
w hile visiting Dr. B onbright in 
Santa 
B arbara. 
Following 
the 
death of this» beautiful gin , the 
tw o women, m other and friend 
becam e inseparable. 
O ut of this close relationship 
the idea of putting her broad 
education to some m aterial use, 
Dr. Bonbright saw the creation of 
the 
M arsden 
Foundation 
for 
G ifted Youth tak e bud and begin 
to bloom in th e receptive and 
equally as well, educated m ind 
of the present Mrs. Cree and be­ 
reaved m other.

THE PLAN concretely includes 
scholarships 
for five 
and 
not 
more than six gifted youth each 
year for a period of five years. 
D uring this tim e approxim ately 
thirty studentsi will be calling the 
Cree ranch at Palm Springs they- 
home center. A t the end of five 
years one y e a r will be passed 
w hen no scholarships 
w ill be 
given and th en recommence again 
the following year. 
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“In 
th at 
fashion,” 
said 
Dr. 
Cree, "the Foundation will con­ 
tinue and if anything happens to 
us, (m eaning Dr. B onbright or 
herself) the Stanford U niversity 
will take over th e funds of the 
foundation and carry on, except 
th at there will not be a home- 
center here.” 


AT PRESENT, there are several 
students from nearby universi­

Eric Jacobsen of the U niversity 
of Copenhagert has a tw o year 
aw ard and is taking a graduate 
course in com parative literature 
at H arvard university. 
M arion Bookelie is a concert- 
pianist. She was highly acclaimed 
throughout N orway as a soloist 
w ith the Oslo Sym phony Orches­ 
tra. She is/ attending Mills college 
under instruction of Egon Petri. 
A nother N orwegian student is 
Rolv Enge, a sophom ore at the 
U n i v e r s i t y of Pennsylvania’s 
School of Fine A rts.
